It was so green and 
fertile there. 
I thought then th a t it would b? such a beautiful place for 
one to have a home. But. as I looked upon the scene. I noted that th? 
sun was soon gone, and th at great shadows gathered and enveloped the 
lovely valley like a dark curtain. 
I chanced my mind. 
I said th a t I 
would prefer to live high upon the m ountain itself. 
On another trip a friend and I journeyed to the top of a range of 
m ountains hi Colorado where there is a lovely inn. 
We stopped for the 
night. The viewT was inspiring. We could see distant villages below. The 
clouds floated before our eyes as though on a level with the inn itself, 
though in reality, perhaps a mite or so above the country from which we 
had driven. The golden rays of the falling run stream ed through those 
clouds, making them appear as though sprinkled with star-sm iles. 
I wonder what Marcus Aurelius m eant when he said to live as on a 
m ountain? Perhaps so th at the sm all and petty things of life would ap­ 
pear insignificant and so th at the larger, and more im portant affairs, 
might engage all our time. 
W hen our very thoughts are elevated we see into greater distances 
and understand life in a far different m anner than when we play around 
with small ideas and complain because our vision is restricted. W hen we 
are too close to anything our perspective and our vision are cramped, 
and ail too often we fail to see the things th a t we should. 
I have a friend who lives in a little calin upon a m ountain in New 
England—and there he writes his reflections. 
He says he has to be up 
lugh, where things are different to get a proper flow of words. 
Few of us can select a m ountain for a dwelling place, but we fan 
live as on a m ountain, as suggested by the wise Rom an emperor, who 
turned literary and wrote a little book th a t has cheered and inspired 
millions ever since.

Moscow, Dec. 4 (AP).—Thirty-nine 
White Guards” from the Leningrad 
region and thirty-two others from 
the Moscow area were arrested Mon­ 
day night and charged with prep­ 
aration of terroristic acts against 
officials of the U. S. S. R.. presum­ 
ably in connection with the assas­ 
sination of Sergei KirofT, secretary 
of the central executive committee. 
The arrests followed the central 
committee's decree invoking anew 
the death penalty for Russian ter­ 
rorists and providing swift trial and 
prompt execution of penalties, with 
no appeal from death sentences. 
MedviefT and Aides Ousted 
In addition to the arrests, the 
chief of administration of the com­ 
missariat of home affairs at Lenin­ 
grad, named Medvieff, together with 
six 
of his responsible assistants 
were removed from office for negli­ 
gence in safeguarding the state’s 
security. 
- It was announced 
the “White 
Guards" will be tried by a military 
collegium of the supreme court, 


Medvieff and his assistants also 
are to face trial. 
Medvieff was to be replaced tem­ 
porarily by Vice-commissar Agra- 
noff at Leningrad, it was announced. 
The names of the former’s assis­ 
tants who were removed and com­ 
mitted to trial with him were given 
as Fomin, Gorin, LobofT, Yanishev- 
sky, Petroff. Paltzovich and Mose- 
vich.
